An 18-year-old serviceman, Pvt. 
I Robert Edward Yealy Jr., New 
I Oxford R. I, was fatally injured 
j Saturday afternoon in an auto ac­ 
cident near East Berlin, eight 
hours after his arrival home on a 
furlough, when his car crashed 
headon into a vehicle operated by 
a fellow graduate of New Oxford 
High School last June. 
Private Yealy, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Robert E. Yealy, Dick* 
j Dam, died ten minutes after the 
accident at 12:30 o’clock Satur­ 
day afternoon. Dr. C. G. Crist, 
Adams County coroner, said death 
was caused by a fractured skull 
{and broken neck. 
State police said Yealy was 
driving north on the Abbottstown 
| Rd. a mile from East Berlin and 
attempted to pass a northbound 
panel truck. Yeaiy’s car, police 
said, struck a southbound auto 
j operated by Ronald E. Harris, 
Abbottstown, in a head-on crash. 
Two Wore Classmates 
Harris, 
18, and Yealy, were 
members of the graduating class 
of New Oxford High School last 
June. 
Yealy’s mother, Mrs. Florence 
Emig Yealy, 45, who was a pas­ 
senger in the car with her son, 
suffered a dislocated left hip, frac­ 
tured left arm and bruises and 
brush burns about her body. She 
was admitted to the Hanover Hos­ 
pital where her condition ie de­ 
scribed as “satisfactory.” 
Harris was treated at the office 
of Dr. I>eon Roo* for a possible 
concussion and cuts above the 
right eye and both hands and 
knees. Later he was admitted to 
the Hanover Hospital for observa-

said Dudley. This vigorous man 
of ideas pointed out that the initial 
Orange Bowl game drew less than 
6,000, while tlw first Sugar Bowl 
effort entertained about 25,000. 
While Penn State's 7-0 victory 
was nothing to write home about 
from the standpoint of thrilling or 
exciting football, it did prove, at 
least to Dudley-Kerrigan, that a 
bowl game in the East is feasible 
and practical. They foresee new 
interest by the colleges and fans 
as the bowl ages. 
The one touchdown margin was 
deceiving.

Pilgrims Concept Of Yule 
Season One Of Suppression

Less than a month ago, while 
preparations 
for 
Thanksgiving 
were at a height, the air was 
filled with praises for the spiritual 
qualities of the Pilgrims, who con­ 
ceived the holiday. 
But now with Christmas, one of 
the two great holy days of Chris- 
tiandom peeping around the cor­ 
ner of the calendar, the pious 
Pilgrims disappear so thoroughly 
they might never have existed 
The reason: The Pilgrims of 
Plymouth, and their brethren, the 
Puritans of Boston and England, 
took note of Christmas only long 
enough to pass laws suppressing 
it. 
"Pretty Riotous'* 
The festive Christmas season 
which could get pretty riotous in 
England seemed a time of almost 
pagan revelry to the straight 
laced Pilgrims and its religious 
rites smacked strongly of the 
Catholicism they abhorred. 
Besides, they would argue, no 
one really knew Jesus’ birth date, 
anyway, so the whole celebration 
was dubious. 
Their first Christmas in the new 
land, Dec. 25, 1620, was just an­ 
other work day for the Pilgrims. 
Newcomers Protest 
But Christmas 1621, there were 
enough newcomers around the 
colony to protest the austerity. 
They were recent arrivals aboard 
the good ship Fortune. 
Pilgrim Father William Brad­ 
ford recalled in his journal: 
"On the day called Christmas 
Day, the Governor called them out 
to work as was usual. But mast 
of this new company excused 
themselves 
and 
said 
it 
went 


against their consciences to work 
on that day. 


Sparing Condition 
"So the governor told them that 
if they made it a matter of 
conscience, he would spare them 
until they were better informed; 
so he led away the rest and left 
them. 
"But when they came home at 
noon from their work, he found 
them in the street at play, openly: 
some pitching the bar, and some 
at stoolball and such like sports. 
"So he went to them and took 
away their implements and told 
them that it was against his con­ 
science that they should play and 
others work. 
"If they made the keeping of K 
matter of devotion, let them keep 
their houses; but there should be 
no gaming or reveling in the 
streets.”
